The oommlttee In e report eeye 
there Is Utile doubt but that the emend- 
moots will prevail, ee the opposition 
thereto Is feeble end not founded upon 
soy Just consideration of the merits of 
tbe proposed chan gee, but the vote wUI 
probably be light, eed It Is Important 
that the lawyers friendly to the amend¬ 
ments should seek by personal appeal 
to their ojlente and acquaintances, end 
by use of the public press eud otherwise 
to awaken favorable Interest In the 
matter end secure as large e vote ee 
possible throughout tbe State. If each 
of the 2,600 members of tbe bar In New 
Jereey would make e personal effort In 
tble behalf. It would be easy to In¬ 
fluence eoougb voters to oarry tbe 
amendments agelnet any- opposition 
that may arise. 

It must be borne In mind that e 
failure et this time will prevent any 
further consideration of the matter for 
at least five years, end will probably 
make It difficult et the eed of that 
time to awekeo Interest enough to 
eeeure the much needed relief. With 
tbe Improvement In our Judicial system 
which these changes will secure, we 
shell heve e system of courts ee effec¬ 
tive In their edmlnletretloo of justice 
ee those of soy State In the Union, 
without making any violent change In 
our practice and methods of procedure. 

In view of tbe Importance of these 
ohaoges and the favorable opportunity 
of effecting them at Ibis time, we 
urgently appeal to tbe members of tbe 
profession and to all wbo are Interested 
In good government to tele an active 
pert In securing tbe adoption of the 
amendments.
